Indianapolis, Sept. 10— Gov.

Jackson will !>c arraigned in Marion 
County criminal court Monday, Oct. 
3, to pfoad t<» charges of attempted 
bribery, contained in a grand ju ry 
indictment. 


The governor is expected to plead 
not guilty to the indictment. 
Two 
others named with him in true hills 
returned late yesterday, George 
\. 
Collin, Marion 
county 
republican 
chairman, and 
Robert I. 
Marsh, 
Jackson ’s law partner, will he 
a r­ 
raigned at the same time. 


The date is the regular 
arraign­ 
ment day for tin* 
Marion 
county 
criminal court. Governor 
Jackson 
will take his 
place before 
Judge 
Jam es A. Collins along with bootleg­ 
gers and others. The trial will be set 
at that time, and Judge Collins said 
today that he hoped it would 
he 
some time this year. 


Meanwhile, the grand ju ry 
will 
continue in session, and it 
is ex­ 
pected that additional 
indictments 
will be voted, but not against any 
of those already named. 


Special Prosecutor John AY. IToltz- 
man said the prosecuting stall de­ 
sires to bring Gov. Jackson,

ble, and every effort would he made 
to start it this year.

Lo­ 
gan w a s judge and Samuel S. I lor 
reII prosecutor and Samuel S. Mc­ 
Bride sheriff. 
Uhnplain John II. Lozier ot the 
37th regiment was holding meetings 
throughout 
the state for the pu r­ 
pose of raising funds to care for 
our indigent and disabled soldiers 
and a meeting was billed for 
the 
(’enter church in Center 
township 
for an early date in 1804. 
Buck had the keys to the building 
and for stone reason refused to open 
the church for the meeting. 
Young 
W illiam Kirkham, a recently enlisted 
man, and a nephew of Buck’s went 
to him to get the keys and an a r ­ 
gument started, but its nature 
is 
now 
lost, 
because of death 
and 
lack of record. The meager infor­ 
mation 1 have been able to dig 
up 


g o s c to show that it was after dark 
and when Buck refused to open the 
church ur give up the keys, it anger­ 
ed Kirkham who among other things 
called Buck 
a “ copperhead ' 
and 
“ rebel,” and Buck’s reply was 
a 
thrust of a long bladed knife which 
entered 
Kirkham’s body near 
the 
groin, severing an artery and caus­ 
ing Meath, from loss of blood. 
The Kuightstovvn Home 
Guards 
were notified 
and 
later 
arrived. 
Buck was arrested and 
taken 
to 
Rushville where he was confined in 
jail until Sept. term, 1864, when he 
was admitted to bail in the sum of 
$ 19,1199. The case 
was continued 
from term to term until April 
4, 
1895, when he went on trial before 
the following jury : Lev i II. Golding, 
George Alexander, Thomas W. T ay ­ 
lor, Jonathan. I lit tie, Joseph A. Gos- 
nell, Jesse Titus, Calvin Hungerford, 
John T. Robertson, D. Davis, Tho­ 
mas M. Smith, John Dearinger, and 


N i c h o l a s Hite. 
The hearing of ev idence, argument 
of counsel and charge of the 
court 
occupied the 4th and 5th of April 
and oij. Wednesday, the sixth, 
the 
jury reported as follows: “ WTe the 
jury find the defendant not guilty 
as charged in the indictment. 
Calvin Hungerford, Foreman.” 
Thus ended the 
bitterest 
legal 
contest that ever was waged in the 
old court house. Bitter because 
it 
took on a political tinge— Buck be­ 
ing a Democrat and Kirkham a Re­ 
publican. The judge, sheriff and pro­ 
secutor were Democrats 
as 
were 
counsel 
for 
defense— Hendricks, 
McDonald and Cassady. 
For 
the 
state appeared Cullen, Sexton 
and 
Claypool. The evidence itself 
was 
political and little else was expected 
than acquittal. Sam Young is now 
about the only surviving witness of 
the tragedy, and 1 have faith 
in 
everything Sam 
savs in connection 


with the unfortunate affair except 
this story of taking a gun from 
a 
drunken Home Guard and going 
to 


B u c k ’s resíllem e and 
taking 
him 
prisoner and then to Rushville. How­ 
ever, leave is given Sam to file 
a 
supplementary brief. 
The most hotlv contested civil a c ­ 


tio n ever tried in the old court house 
probably was the case of Rush vs 
Megee in May, 1867, known as the 
Megee Will case. 
The 
defendants 
having asked a change 
of Judge, 
Jeremiah M. \\ ilson of the fourth 
judicial circuit was appointed to try 
tlie ease at a special term. 
The array of legal talent exceeded 
that of the Buck case, while it in­ 
cluded many of the same attorneys. 
For the plaintiff’s appeared B. 
F. 
( lavpool, I). W. Yoorhees and 
A. 
Cullen while Lon Sexton, T. A. Hen­ 


drick:-', Oscar B. I lord, ( lark, Sleeth 
and A. W. Hendricks represented the 
defendants. It was a suit to contest 
a will on the ground 
of “ unsound 
m ind” and the answer “ general den­ 
ial.” The jury consisted of the fol­ 
lowing a rra y :

The jury found for the plaintiffs

The contention 
of plaintiff’s 


w a s that John Megee (testator) was 
laboring under an allusion regarding 
his sons-in-law and that he believed 
t.hey intended to poison 
him 
and 
that this affected his mind in mak­ 
ing his will. 
The 
Supreme 
Court 
held that while this may have been 
true at times, the question 
was, 
Did he labor under these allusions 
when he actually made the will? If 
not the will was valid. This case 
is 
reported in 36th Ind. reports at page 
99 and established the doctrine 
of 
“ Lucid Interval” in this state and 
the charges of judge W ilson in that 
case are widely known and favorably 
commented on. 
Judge Wilson was 
horn in Warren county, Ohio, Nov. 
25, 1828, was judge of the Fayette 
county court of Common Pleas and 
judge of the Circuit Court, member 
of Congress from the Fourth 
Dis­ 
trict, but declined a re-nominnation, 
locating in Washington, D. C. and 
resuming the practice of law. 
In 
1991, he was chief counsel for Ad­ 
miral Schley, in a court of inquiry

have Coolidge out of the picture.

Coleman and Dr. Frank Green were 
called and later held a postmortem. 
The grand jury returned an indict­ 
ment and Mrs. Bankert went on trial 
charged with murder in the first de­ 
gree. Watson, Titsworth and Green 
and Innis and Morgan 
represented 
the defendant, but the illness 
of 
Watson during the first trial, occas­ 
ioned the calling of Win. Cook, a t ­ 
torney of Greenfield. 


This trial began Sept. 28, 1995, 
and ended by disagreement Oct. 
8. 
The second trial began Feb. 10, 1909, 
and lasted until the 17 when it also 
resulted in another disagreed jury. 
On Feb. 19 the defendant was let to 
hail in the sum of $5,900 and given 
freedom. It is not likely any further 
action will 
ever 
he taken. 
Judge 
Sparks «presided and Elmer Bassett, 
prosecutor, and John 
H. Kiplinger 
represented the state. 
This same year the Gipe 
murder 
trial was tried here on a change 
of 
venue— a case in some respects re­ 
sembling the Stevenson 
‘‘asp— and 
Gipe was found 
guilty 
of man­ 
slaughter.

The April term 1805 of our court 


witnessed an unusual array of legal 
talent present to try the -case of the 
state of Indiana vs William J. Buck, 
charged with murder. Reuben D. Lo- 
gan was judge and Samuel S. Hor- 
rell prosecutor and Samuel S. Alc- 
Ilridc sheriff. 


Chaplain John II. Lozier of the 


37th regiment was holding meetings 
throughout the state for the pur- 
pose of raising funds to care for 
our indigent and disabled soldiers 
and a meeting was lulled for 
the 


Center church in Center township 
for an early date in 1864. 


Buck had the keys to the building 


and for some reason refused to open 
the church for the meeting. Young 
William Kirkham, a recently enlisted 
man, 
and a nephew of Buck's went 


to him to get the keys and an ar- 
gument started, but its nature 
is 


now lost, because of death 
and 


lack of record. The meager infor- 
mation I have been able to dig 
up 


gose to show that it was after dark 
and when Buck refused to open the 
clniivh or give up the keys, it anger- 
ed Kirkham who among other things 
called Buck a "copperhead" and 
•'rebel," and Buck's rejply was 
a 


thrust of a long bladed knife which 
entered Kirkham's body near 
the 


groin, severing an artery and caus- 
ing (death, from loss of blood. 


The Knightstown Home Guards 


were notified 
and 
later 
arrived. 


Buck was arrested and 
taken 
to 


Knshville where he was confined in 
jail until Sept. term, 18G4, when he 
was admitted to bail in the sum of 
$10,000. The. case 
was continued 


from term to term until April 
4, 


lSb'5, when he went on trial ibefore 
the following jury: Levi II. Golding, 
George Alexander, Thomas W. Tay- 
lor, Jonathan Uittle, Joseph A. Gos- 
nell, Jesse Titus, Calvin Hungerford, 
John T. Robertson, D. Davis, Tho- 
mas M. Smith, John Deariuger, and 
Nicholas Kite. 


The hearing of evidence, argument 


of counsel and charge of the court 
occupied the 4th and 5th of April 
and 011 Wednesday, the sixth, the 
i 


jury reported as follows: "We the 
jury find the defendant not guilty 
as charged ita the indictment." 


Calvin Hungerford, Foreman." 


Thus ended the bitterest 
legal 


contest that ever vvas waged in the 
old court house. Bitter because 
it 


took on a political tinge—Buck be- 
ing a Democrat and Kirkham a Re- 
publican. The judge, sheriff and pro- 
secutor were Democrats as 
-were 


counsel 
for 
defense—Hendricks, 


McDonald and. Cassady. For the 
state appeared Cullen, Sexton and 
Claypool. The evidence -itself 
-was 


political, and little else was expected 
than acquittal. Sam Young is now

with the •unfortunate affair except 
this story of taking a gun from a

The jury found for the plaintiffs 


and sat the will aside ;but on appeal 
to the Supreme Court this judgement 
was reversed and the case

buck. The contention 
of plaintiffs 


was that John Megee (testator) was 
laboring under an allusion regarding 
his sons-in-law and that he .believed 
they intended to poison 
him and 


that this affected his mind in mak- 
ing his will. The Supreme 
Court 


held that while this may have been 
true at times, the question was, 
Did he labor under these allusions 
when he actually made the will? If 
not the will was -valid. This case is 
reported in 36th Ind. reports at page 
69 and established the doctrine of 
'Lucid Interval" in this state and 
the charges of judge Wilson in that 
case are widely known and favorably 
commented on. Judge Wilson was 
born in Warren county, Ohio, Nov. 
25, 1828, was judge of the Fayette 
county court of Common Pleas and 
judge of the Circuit Court, member 
of Congress from the Fourth Dis- 
trict, but declined a re-nominnation, 
locating in Washington, D., C. and 
resuming the practice of law. In 
1901, he was chief counsel for Ad- 
miral Schley, in a court of inquiry 
granted to the admiral at his re- 
qilest, by 
the 'Navy 
Department. 


While serving as such, he died sud- 
denly, Sept. 24, 1901, at Washing- 
ton," D. C. 


Samuel Bigger, • while 
judge 
of 


the Rush-Circuit Court, in 1840, was 
nominated by the Whigs, for gover- 
nor, and defeated General TigbJman, 


A. Howard democratic candidate, toy 
a large majority. Bigger at one time 
lived in a house that stood just east 
of Moore's green house on Seventh 
street, in what was later Clark's 
Park. A locust tree still marks the 
spot. 


Let us not confuse 
our courts. 


We have always, since a state, had 
a circuit court, which had jurisdic- 
tion of all civil and criminal cases 
but in 1853 we added a court of 
common pleas, which had jurisdic- 
tion of probate matters and all of- 
fenses, less than 
felonies, 
except 


such as were exclusively within the 
jurisdiction of justices of the peace. 


This tourt was abolished in 1873. 


Elias Poston 
as associate 
judge, 


was our first -probate judge 
and 


James Hinchman our last one. This 
office was abolished in 1853 and its 
jurisdiction transferred to the com- 
mon plcas7tidges of which Royal P. 
Cobb was first and William A. Moore 
the last one. David S. Gooding was 
C. P. Judge in 1862. 


Reuben D. Logan 
was our first 


circuit judge elected under our pre- 
sent ocnstitution, as Oliver P. Mor- 
ton and William M. McCarty were 
appoincd. Reuben 
D. Logan was 


elected in 1853. One trouble in a 
research of county history, lies in 
the discrepancies between our 'coun- 
ty histories and between them and 
the records. These errors arc many 
and glaring, due no doubt to a hu- 
man tendency to rely too much on 
tradition and lore of ease. Several 
criminal cases of unusual interest 
have been tried in the 
new court 


housp. Probably the case of state 
vs Bankert attracted most attention 
from the fact that 
the 
defendant 


was a woman and the evidence in 
pnrt was of the salacious variety. 
The court room was crowded every 


day of the trial which lasted 
for 


several days and resulted in a dis- 
agreement by a vote of eleven to 
one. 


The socond trial held later dis- 


agreed by a vote of 6 to 6. The facts 
concerning; the case briefly stated 
were, that on Saturday night, Aug. 
12, 1905, Norman Cook, a man who 
had been working on the Bankert 
farm, went from RushviJle to the 
Bankert home somewhat under the 
influence of liquor, went up stairs, 
made a pallet on the floor and was 
later seen by.

Bankert,

went up stairs, for a lamp. What 
followed I 'will omit as it is not 
very select reading except to 
say 


Cook was shot .to death. 
Coroner 


Coleman and Dr. Frank Green were 
called and later held a postmortem. 
The grand jury returned an indict- 
ment and Mrs. Bankert went on trial 
charged with murder in the first de- 
gree. Watson, Titsworth and Green 
and Innis and Morgan 
represented 


the defendant, but the illness of 
JVatson during the first trial, occas- 
ioned the calling of Wm. Cook, at- 
torney of Greenfield. 


This trial Jbegan Sept. 28, 1905, 


and ended by disagreement Oct. 8. 
The second trial began Feb. 10, 1906, 
and lasted until the 17 when it also 
resulted in another disagreed jury. 
On Feb. 19 the defendant was let to 
bail in the sum of $5,000 and given 
freedom. It is not likely any further 
action will ever 'be taken. 
Judge 


Sparks 'presided and Elmer Bassett, 
prosecutor, and John H. Kiplinger 
represented the state. 


This same year the Gipc murder 


trial was tried here on a change of 
venue—a case in some respects re- 
sembling the Stevenson case—and 
Gipe was found 
guilty 
of rnan-
